A fabric care composition comprisLng; 

A. from about 0.01 to about m, of a fabric softening active by weight; 

B. a solvent; and / 

C. the balance adjunct matdnals, 

wherein the fabric care composition is substantially free of starch, and 
wherein the fabric care comobsltion is substantially free of silicone. 
The fabric care compositio/^ of Claim 1, wherein the adjunct material is 
selected from the group ciSnsistirjg^ perfumes, surfactants, antibacterial 
agents. pH buffers. 6yhs, apticai brighteners, viscosity/dispersability 
modifiers, dye transfeiV ir>Kibltion agents, soil release agent, phase 
stabilizers, stabilizers, Jy/ nixtures thereof. 

The fabric care compo^ion of Claim 1, wherein the fabric softening active 
is selected from fM group consisting of quaternary ammonium 
compounds or an^lf precursors thereof, cationic ammonium softening 
compounds, noniVnitf s[ofteningy^ and mixtures thereof. 

A fabric care metho^ dbmprisiiig the steps of: 

A. providing a pbrtc care >6omposition comprising: 

i. ffom/abdut 0.01 to about 1% of a fabric softening active by 
^eirfh^ I / 

ii. a solvent; and 

iii. j the/balance adjunct materials; 

B. applyi^Tg/jfhe fabric care composition directly onto a fabric; and 

C. ironing tne fabric. 

wherein the fabric care composition is substantially free of starch, and 
wherein the fabric care composition is substantially free of silicone. 
The fabric car* method of Claim 4, wherein the fabric care composition is 
applied directiv onto the fabric by spraying. 

The fabric c4re method of Claim 4. further comprising the step of 

laundering thfe fabric prior to applying the fabric care composition. 

A fabric care/kit comprising a container comprising a hollow body member 

having at leist one reservoir, and at least one application mechanism in 

connected relation to the reservoir, the reservoir containing a fabric care 

composition/
